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‘Look here, Tramp,” said a friend 
recently, ** did you know that you were fast 
becoming a great man?” 

‘No, I hadn't thought of it.” 

“Well, it’s so, and. you have got far 
enough along in that direction so that all 
your friends are remarking about it, and 
telling what a ‘ big head’ you are getting.” 

‘‘ Nonsense.” 

“It’s so, nevertheless, and some of the 
machine. tenders are getting up a syndicate 
to get rich off of you.” 

‘ How are they going to do that?” 

“Why, they've got it all figured out in 
great shape, and are going to buy you for 
what you are worth and sell again for what 
you think yourself worth. See?” 

“ Well, they do seem rather down on me 
this morning. I was looking around trying 
to find a new wrinkle or two, and was told 
that there was no need of telling me any- 
thing, for I knew it all in my mind, and 
that made no need of telling. They were 
rather rough on me, and the only wrinkle I 
found was a ‘ wet wrinkle.’” 

“Guess you have been putting it on 
pretty thick,” remarked the friend ; ‘‘ sup- 
posing you tell about that flume you put in, 
and the bottom wouldn't stay in it when the 
water was on, and how you made a rack to 
keep the drift wood out of the water wheel, 
and kept most of the water out too. And 
while you are about it you might as well 
tell how you got blown up and covered 
three men with hot babbitt metal while try- 
ing to babbitt a lighter stand box. Such 
things are well to tell about; they keepa 
man from making the same kind of a mis- 
take.” 

‘‘ Seems to me that this is kind of an off 
day,” remarked Tramp. ‘* How does it | 
happen that everybody is down on me all 
at once ?” 

** Well, I guess you have been talking 
too much with your mouth, and not enough 
with your brains. Why, there’s that ma- 
chine, tender‘ Wet Wrinkle,’ who says: 
‘It would be of little use for a machine 
tender to try to tell ‘‘ Tramp” anything, for 
he is like a great many more of the mill- 
wrights—they know it all.’ ” 

* You just tell ‘ Wet Wrinkle’ that he is 
‘way off, and if he or any other paper maker 
will be kind enough to give a few points of 
interest, whether it agrees with my state- 
ments or not, then I will put the informa- 
tion where it will do the most good, and 
say ‘thank you, kindly, * 

“Then you really don’t know it all?” 

‘** Not by a good deal ; and I would like to 
hear where the colored spots come from a 
month after going off colors. If ‘ Wet 
Wrinkle ’ will keep his promise, that ma- 
chine tender and steam engineer who has 
knowledge to spare will‘ speak right out 
in meetin,’ so that when I make another 
statement I can quoteg¢he authority there- 
for as well.” 

‘* But how was it about that flume which 
would not hold water? ” 

“That happened in this way: We had 
to carry water for a 30 inch wheel from the 
canal to the decked flume, a distance of 
about 20 feet, and over the foundation of 
the mill, a descent of about 30° being made 
by the connection to be built. The easiest | 
vay out seemed to be to get some chestnut 
stringers 20 feet long. They were about 30 
inches through at the butt, and two of them 
were laid in position, and cross sills were 
'ramed to receive the bottom of the flume | 
planking in the usual manner. The bottom 
end of the flume posts were all framed on a 

skew,’ so that they could stand plumb, 
and at the same time the cross sills remain 
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posts were put in, the caps were entered 
enough to hold the posts in place and the 
bottom planking was put down ; then the 
sides of the flume were spiked, and the cap 
sills were driven home and pinned on. 
When the water was let in the bottom of 
that flume settled so badly that a sheet of 
water came out of the bottom of each side 
of the flume where the weight of the water 
had settled the bottom, pulling the post 
tenons partly out of their mortises and leav- 
ing the sides of the flume, which formed a 
sort of a truss to support the posts, hanging 
in the air, while the water hung out below 
it on both sides. 

‘* We blocked up under the stringers ; but 
that would not stop all the leak. We then 
spiked down some strips inside of the flume 
and let the sides come and go inside of 
them ; also caulked the leaky seam as well 
as we could; but the flume never could be 
made very tight, and in a few years we 
pulled it out and put in another one. This 
time, instead of running from the canal to 
the deck flume on a slant, we dug down at 
the end of. the canal and put in a good 
square connecting flume, framed in the 


| usual way, and it stayed there without leak- 


ing a drop.” 

‘* How about that rack business?” 

‘*Well, the ‘old man’ wanted a rack 
which Would be sure to stop all of the drift 
that came along. So I put in one with three- 
quarters of an inch between the bars, which 
were of the same thickness. There was 
also a timber across the bottom of the rack 
for the bars to rest on, and another support 
in the middle. The consequence was that 
the combined area of the rack bars and the 
supports took up so much of the flume area 
that the water could not get in fast enough 
to supply the wheel, and so it would not keep 
We had to take the rack out 
again and put in a cast iron concern which 
had more area of opening and less area of 
rack material. 

‘* When I have a rack to figure 1 just find 
what number of cubic feet of water have to 
pass per second, then get the velocity 
which can be given the water in the flume 
through the rack. These two points set- 
tled, it does not take long to find what area 
must be allowed for rack opening in order 
to supply the required amount of water to 
the wheel without appreciable loss of 
head.” 

‘* How was it that the explosion occurred 
which burned four men so badly, yourself 
included?” 

‘“‘That was just because I didn’t know 
any better. I was making some cheap 
lining to put into the lighter stand bearings, 
and was going to use one part antimony 
and four of lead, but the ‘old man’ took 
an economical streak and told me after the 
babbitt was hot to use one-sixth antimony. 
I had to put in more lead and was feeding 
some old lead pipe into a 30 pound ladle of 
the metal when all of a sudden off it went, 
all over us, and even covered the ceiling 
overhead. I had let some water get into 
the ladle. It was in one of the bends of 
that old pipe, and being suddenly turned 
into steam in the midst of the hot babbitt, 
the metal was thrown out by the force of 
the explosion.”

An improvement in refining engines,

Making Pulp Ware. 


A machine for forming vessels, such 
as water pails, from pulp, has lately been 
patented. ‘ 

This machine consists of a frame carry- 
ing a table with a vertical spindle, which 
is adapted to have power applied to it to re- 
ciprocate it vertically through slide bear- 
ings and carry the table up and down within 
the frame. 

A form is shaped to correspond to the in- 
terior of the vessel to be molded and pressed. 
This form is preferably hollow. The table 
has a concentric bead or boss of diameter 
corresponding to the larger (which is the 
lower) end of the form, and serves to fix the 
position of the form on the table when it is 
in use. 

A ring whose centre is in the axis of the 
form is provided with opposite lugs or 
arms, which are guided on the posts of the 
frame of the machine. This ring is 
stopped at the lower limit of its vertical 
movement just above the level of the top 
of the form; its inner diameter is exactly 
equal to the outer diametér of “the lower 
end of the form, so that when the form 
is elevated and passed through the ring, 
when the table reaches the ring, the latter 
will rest thereon and fit closely about the 
bottom of the form, occupying thereto the 
relation of a flange. 

Staves, which make up a jacket, consti- 
tute the outer section of a mold, of which 
the inner section is the form. These staves 
are each composed of a body and a lip, 
projecting from the one lateral edge of the 
body. ‘The body is formed of cast iron or 
other metal of sufficient thickness to be 
rigid, is longitudinally tapered, and has the 
inner face horizontally concave, the outer 
face being a plane except as to certain 
longitudinal ribs and grooves. 

Each of the staves has the face perforated 
and is preferably covered also with finely 
perforated sheet metal, and at the outer or 
rearward side has a longitudinal dovetailed 
groove extending the entire length, and by 
means of these dovetailed grooves the 
staves are supported on dovetailed bars 
secured rigidly at their upper ends to the 
top frame of the machine, and arranged 
in a circle about the axis of the form and 
project divergently downward. 

A disk, which acts as a follower, forms 
the upper end of the mold and gives shape 
to the bottom of the pail formed in the 
mold. To its upper side there is secured 
a large cylindrical stem, which is guided in 
a slide bearing, consisting of a cylindrical 
flange, which projects downward from the 
top frame of the machine. Through the 
centre of the cylindrical stem of the disk 
there extends a tube connecting at its lower 
end with a central aperture in the disk, 
which is adapted to be closed by a valve, 
the stem of which extends up through the 
tube and through a stuffing box at the 
upper end of the tube, so that the valve can 
be operated from the outside. To the tube 
just below the stuffing box there is con- 
nected a pulp supply pipe, which by flexible 
connection extends to the tank from which 
the pulp is supplied. 

A lever, pivoted on the arm of the top 
frame, extends diametrically across the 
press, having at the point where it passes 
the centre an aperture through which the 
tube passes freely. 

The operation of this mold and press is 
as follows: The press being empty and 
ready for use, the spindle is forced upward, 
carrying with itthe table and the form 
thereon, the form entering the ring and 
passing up through it until the table col- 
lides with the ring, whereupon the ring will 
be carried up with the table resting upon it 
and fitting closely around the base of the 
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form. Inits further upward movement the 
form will enter the jacket made up of the 
staves and pass up within that jacket fora 
distance without any change of position of 
the parts occurring until the ring, resting 
on the table, reaches the lower ends of the 
staves. The ring from this point on in the 
process may be considered as a part of the 
table, since it moves and operates as inte- 
gral therewith up to a certain point. While 
the parts are in this position, the valve be- 
ing opened, pulp ina liquid condition is 
emitted through the tube, and fills the space 
intervening between the form and the jacket 
made up of the staves, this space being 
bounded at the bottom by the table and the 
ring thereon and at the top by the bottom 
forming disk. This bottom forming disk, 
by reason of its action from this point on- 
ward, may be termed a ‘‘ follower,” being 
of the nature of a compressing piston. The 
space within the mold being thus filled with 
the liquid pulp, the valve will be closed 
either by the operator or by the action of 
the pulp itself floating it up against its seat. 
The table and form being now further ele- 
vated will force upward the staves whose 
lower ends rest upon and are pushed by the 
table. The staves moving upward and be- 
ing controlled in that movement by the 
bars, which converge from below upward, 
will be forced inward, also, at a rate corre- 
sponding to the angle of convergence of 
the bars. The staves being thus advanced 
radially toward the axis of the form will 
compress the pulp in the mold, driving out 
the water through the apertures in the 
body. 

As the table continues to rise, a rod which 
engages with the end of the lever will lift 
the lever, and thereby lift the disk with the 
follower by means of links which connect 
the lever with the cylindrical stem of the 
follower. The pivot of the lever is so 
located as to make the difference between 
the upward movement of the follower and 
the end of the lever equal the inward move- 
ment of the staves caused by the conver- 
gence of the arms, the rate of approach of 
the form endwise toward the follower being 
made to agree exactly with the rate of ap- 
proach laterally of the form to the jacket. 
After the vessel is completely molded and 
compacted in the press, the table and form 
are withdrawn downward. The entire 
jacket, made up of the staves, as well as 
the follower, will descend with the form at 
the first downward movement of the latter, 
and by that movement the staves will be 
drawn out radially on account of the engage- 
ment of their dovetailed grooves with the 
dovetails on the bars, and the follower, be- 
ing still controlled by the lever, will not de- 
scend so rapidly as the form, and will 
therefore in the same manner be withdrawn 
from the bottom of the vessel molded on 
the form. As soon as the staves are out 
of contact and free from the collision 
of the molded vessel they will, by their own 
weight, descend as rapidly as the descent 
of the follower will permit, the arms of the 
staves hanging on the edge of the follower, 
and the staves being thus prevented from 
falling out of engagement with the bars. 
The ring will descend with the table and 
form until its descent is stopped by the in- 
bent ends of the guide rods, and as soon as 
these stops are encountered the ring will 
halt in its descent. At this point the table 
and form, continuing to descend, will be 
withdrawn from the vessel, which will re- 
main supported by its bottom edge on the 
ring, and the table and form will descend 
to the initial position at the bottom of the 
press frame. The vessel being then re- 
moved may be properly treated by suitable 
drying or hardening process.

For the protection of mill 
against lightning a wire rope 
weighing 4 pounds to the yard has been 
found the most efficient conductor.

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* Gumming Paper. 





An improvement in machines for ap- 
plying gum or other adhesive material to 
the surface of paper is intended to simplify 
the means for feeding the gum to the paper, 
and transferring the gummed sheets from 
the rolls to the carriers. 

In this machine the paper to be coated 
with mucilage is laid upon an endless feed- 
ing apron, by which it is carried forward 
into contact with the under side of the pe- 
riphery of a transferring or gumming drum 
which is made to revolve toward the apron. 
The face of this drum is coated with a thin 
film of adhesive material, which is supplied 
automatically by being made to simply flow 
in an even tenuous sheet from the lip of the 
paste receptacle, this lip being made to ex- 
tend along the whole length of the roller in 
very close proximity thereto. 

The proper supply of the adhesive mate- 
rial to the lip is obtained by means of a 
roller within the receptacle, the lower side 
of whose periphery is made to dip in the 
material and whose revolution operates by 
centrifugal force to throw a modicum of 
the material up upon the feeding lip. The 
fresh paper brought into contact with the 
surface of the drum, coated as described, 
will adhere thereto, and the adherent sur- 
face will become coated with the adhesive 
substance before reaching the stripping 
fingers. 

The stripping fingers, operating as 
wedges between the sheets of paper and 
the surface of the drum, will detach the pa- 
per from the drum and cause it to drop, 
with its dry face downward, upon an under- 
lying endless delivery apron, which will 
carry the gummed sheet out within reach 
of the attendant. The grooves formed in 
the adhesive coating on the drum by the 
contact of the stripping fingers therewith 
are removed and the surface rendered uni- 
form by the action of a longitudinally re- 
ciprocating roller bearing upon the upper 
surface of the drum, and any excess of ad- 
hesive material on the drum may be scraped 
off by the straight contacting edge of an 


apron.

Machine for Making Paper Tubes. 


A machine for making paper tubes 
is the subject of a late patent. 

In this machine the paper from which the 
tubes are to be formed is first cut intoa 
strip of a suitable width to form two blanks 
and is placed on areel from which it is drawn 
through a narrow slit in the paste box and 
through the paste therein contained and out 
at the opposite side of the box in the usual 
manner, except that the paper, instead of 
emerging from the paste box through a sec- 
ond slit, as is customary, passes between 
nearly cylindrical feed rolls provided with 
narrow shallow grooves and having their 
curved surfaces so placed in contact with 
each other as to allow no paste to escape 
between except such as adheres to the sides 
of the paper drawn between them, the 
grooves allowing a sufficient quantity of 
paste to pass through with the paper. The 
slit is packed in the usual manner to prevent 
the escape of paste, and the joints between 
the feed rolls and the sides of the paste box 
are also packed, preferably by sheets of felt 
or other slightly elastic material placed be- 
tween the rolls and sides. 

The strip of paper thus drawn from the 
reel and pasted is cut into pieces suitable 
for two or more blanks, and when thus 
severed is cut into single blanks which are 
transferred to the spindles or mandrels on 
which they are wound intoform. After the 
paper tubes have been thus shaped strippers 
remove the tubes from the The

Miami Valley Notes. 
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DAYTON, Ohio, June 2, 1892. 
A terrific explosion, attended with 
occurred at the West Carrollton 
Pulp Mill, owned and managed by J. H.

The 
room contained four digesters made of de- 
oxidized bronze. No. 3, the oldest of the 
set, was the one which exploded. This was 
to have been replaced in about thirty days 
by a new one now en route to Dayton. The 
old digester, however, was apparently in 
good condition and would stand 60,000 ten- 
sile strength. There was almost 60 pounds 
steam pressure on the digester when it 
let go. 

The assistant superintendent, Emery 
Blud, was on the third floor when he no- 
ticed the digester shaking in a frightful 
manner. He took the warning at once and

The destruction extended to the Western 
Union telegraph and telephone wire. The 
C. C. C. and St. L. track was blocked tem- 
porarily. A wrecking party was soon on 
the scene and the track was cleared and 
telegraph facilities were made secure. 

At the time of the explosion it was not 
known how many had been killed and 
physicians from all of the surrounding 
towns were sent for. A rescuing party was 
organized, as was also a fire brigade, among 
the other workmen. Luckily the services 
of the latter were not needed. The work 
of rescuing at once began. It was discov- 
ered that only one man was buried beneath 
the débris. This was Superintendent 
Harry W. Stebbins, who was pulled from 
beneath brick and mortar in a condition 
more dead than alive, although he will 
survive the shock. He is seriously injured 
about the head, his right leg is crushed and 
his shoulders are dislocated. He is not 
seriously injured internally, but will be 
confined for many days. 

It was due to the valor of Stebbins and 
Blud that the fifty workmen engaged in 
the pulp mill escaped unhurt. It has been 
the custom in the mills for the superintend- 
ent to give due warning to the employees 
when it 1s thought that some accident is 
imminent. This Stebbins did, and he al- 
most drove the workmen out at the peril of 
his own life. Just as the last employee was 
leaving the room, Stebbins jumped from 
a window. He knew no more fora long 
time. The report sounded just as he 
leaped. Rescuers found him as above 
stated and removed him to his home. 

Emery Blud had been at Carrollton only 
a short time and he was to assume superin- 
tendence of the pulp mill during the ab- 
sence of Superintendent Stebbins, who was 
going to take a tmp to England. Blud 
came from Lawrence, Mass., where his 
widow and child live. He was a genial 
gentleman and a practical foreman. 

The section of the digester which blew off 
was lifted 165 feet in the air above the high 
smokestack. Had it hit that greater de- 
struction would have been wrought. The 
section struck the roof of an adjoining 
building, crashed through two floors and 
was imbedded in the stone floor of the base- 
ment designated as the ‘‘ wet” room.

The greatest paper and pulp mills in 
the world are progressing rapidly toward 
completion.

Northern New York. 
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WATERTOWN, N. Y., June 3, 1892. 
The immense downfall of water in 
the Adirondack, region, and in fact all over 
the State, has been the cause of much re- 
joicing among the pulp men and of great 
value to them and lumbermen. 


The Racquette River has thus been kept, 


up as well as the Black River, and the log 
drives have been floated down where they 
can be handled for the mills. It often hap- 
pens that the water goes down suddenly and 
many of the logs lodge in shallow places 
and do not reach the mills until the follow- 
ing year. 

Formerly extra high water took many 
logs onto the low flats and swales, where 
they were sure to get left unless pushed 
back into the stream, and this made a great 
deal of extra expense. Now booms have 
been placed all along the river and by this 
means the logs are kept in the channel.

This week opened with a hot wave, 
and there is a general rush for summer 
clothing and straw hats. 

So the change in the weather brings 
brisk trade to some lines of business, from 
which the manilla men profit a little. 

Trade generally is very good, the best 
movement, however, at the present time 
being in news paper. 

As was anticipated there is a large de- 
mand for news paper, a demand which will 
become much larger after the nominating 
conventions have adjourned and the polit- 
ical parties get fairly started in their cam- 
paign work, 

Book papers are having a fair call also, 
and the Columbian Exhibition ought soon 
to develop increased demand for this line 
of paper, as it undoubtedly will for all 
grades. 

Very little of special interest shows itself 
n the paper stock market. Old conditions 
rule and trade has to adjust itself thereto. 
While business is not active in a general 
Way, occasional spurts are noted, but the 
low range of prices is the most discouraging 
feature of the market from a paper stock 
dealer’s point of view. Whether future 
conditions will justify higher prices is one 
of those uncertain things which the future 
only can answer. Paper stock importers 
seem to be reconciled to the present status 
of the market and must make the most out 
of it, hoping in the meanwhile for better 
things,

The imports of paper stock for the past 
week have been a little above the weekly 
receipts of the past month or two, as is 
shown by the following entries : 2,524 bales 
of rags, 524 coils and 227 bales of manillas, 
1,177 bales of paper waste, 459 bales of flax 
waste, 1,094 bales of wood pulp, 91 bales 
-and 548 bags of sizing. 

Receipts of chemicals for the same time 
were 1,533 casks of bleaching powders, 300 
drums of caustic soda, 370 casks and 1,831 
bags of soda ash, 86 casks of refined alkali, 
560 barrels of soda crystals and 1,335 bags 
of crude sulphur. 

The chemical market is without change, 
and quotations show no variations from re- 
The market is mov- 
ing in ruts which seem to have been made 
for ii, and so long as existing conditions 
last a change is not likely. 

Trade visitors have not been very numer- 
ous the past week, only the following 
named having been seen in trade circles:

The A. Storrs & Bement Company is 
making some changes in its Franklin street 
store. Increased business has necessitated 
a larger clerical force :n the counting room, 
to make room for which the company is 
moving its office quarters from the centre 
of the store to the Winthrop square end in 
the rear, where the light is better. Having | 
leased the entire building and needing | 
every foot of floor space, interior improve- 
ments are to be made to strengthen the up- 
per floors, where large stocks of paper are 
to be stored. 

Secretary Barker, of the American Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association, will shortly 
issue official notice of the coming conven- 
tion, which will take place as customary in 
the latter part of July.

The convention now being arranged for 
will be of more than ordinary interest to 
the trade, as many matters of general im- 
port are to be presented and a much larger 
attendance is therefore expected. 

In the official notice which Secretary 
Barker is preparing mention will no doubt 
be made of some of the matters to be con- 
sidered at the convention, and when the 
notice is issued THe Parer TRADE JOURNAL 
will be furnished with a copy. 

It may not be out of place at this time to 
advise manufacturers and inventors of pa- 
per making machinery that exhibits of 
their specialties are requested at this con- 
vention and that a room at the hotel 
suitable for the purpose will be open for 
the display of their exhibits. 

This will be the first time in the history of 
the association that inventors and manu- 
facturers of paper mill specialties will have 
had the opportunity to display their devices 
at the paper makers’ convention, and it is 
certainly a movement in the right direction. 

The extension of this invitation shows 
that paper makers are alive to the neces- 
sity of becoming conversant with labor 
saving devices which tend to economy in 
production, and now that this invitation is 
extended it is hoped that it will be taken 
advantage of by all having anything of 
special value to paper manufacturers.

Yes, many 
changes have taken place in the paper 
business ; but the trade is steady, strong 
and conservative, and is the equal of any

Each firm is 
to turn over its plant, good will, &c. There 
are to be two kinds of stock, common and 
preferred. A committee of five 
selected by the members of the new com- 
pany to appraise the plants, fixtures, &c., of 
the individual manufacturers. 

The plant of the manufacturer is to be 
paid for in preferred stock, guaranteed, it 
is promised, to pay 8 per cent. interest per 
annum. The good will and business, the 
book accounts, patents and patterns of the 
manufacturer are to be paid for in common 
stock, issued at par, and entitled to what- 
ever profits are left after the payment of 
the fixed charge of 8 per cent. interest on 
the preferred stock 

The value of the good will, business, &c., 
is to be determined by calculating the 
profits for three years, dividing that sum 
by three and multiplying the remainder 
by sixteen. From that is to be deducted 
the appraised value of the plant and the 
stock in hand. 

The parties to the agreement are bound 
under its terms to transfer their plant, &c., 
and the appraisal of the committee of five is 
to be final. They are not compelled to sell the 
real estate of their plant, but must lease it 
for ten years, with the privilege of renewal 
for ten years at the rate of 6 per cent. in- 
terest as rental on the present appraised 
valuation.

Trade Talks. 





E.R. Marshall, of the Marshall Engine | 
Mass.—1 re- | 
turned from Europe by the Teutonic on | 


Company, Turner's Falls, 


June 1. I have been absent two months, 
and during that time visited mills in Eng- 
land, France and Belgium. There are over 
sixty of the Marshall engines now in use in 
Europe. At the Legrand Paper Company’s 
mill, near Bordeaux, France, they make a 
very fine paper from all sulphite and do not 
use any other engine than the Marshall in 
handling the stock. The mill makes writ- 
ings and lithograph papers and has the 
finest sulphite fibreI have seen. I saw the 
150 inch machine for the Star Mill being set 
up in Bentley & Jackson’s shop. It will 
undoubtedly be the finest machine ever 
built. In my opinion English machines are 
ahead of our own in couching, pressing and 
drying ; the rolls have an even bearing and 
do not deflect. The English machines are 
not as pleasing to the eye as the American, 
and they are heavier and cost more. On 
news paper the production of English ma- 
chines is about the same as our own; on 


book it is alittle ahead, and on writings it | 


is almost double. In almost every place 
that I went Isaw Tue Paper Trape Jour- 
NAL, and the European paper makers rec- 
ognize its value as the exponent of paper 
making interests.

Tuomas O. Hursut. 


Thomas O. Hurlbut died at his residence 
South Lee, Mass., on Monday evening, 
fay 30. Mr. Hurlbut had been in appar- 
ently good health during the day and died 
ery suddenly of heart disease between 9 
nd 100’clock. His brother, H. C. Hurlbut, 
companied by a friend from New York, 
had spent the day in fishing. They became 
separated on the mountain, and the friend 
returned about 6 o’clock. Mr. Hurlbut did 
not return, and as the evening wore on the 
family became fearful that some injury had 
befallen him, and several men arranged to 
search for him. Just as they were starting, 
the deceased, who was sitting on his piazza, 
suddenly fell from his chair, apparently in 
a faint, and died in a few moments. Dr. 
Holcombe was summoned, but nothing, of 
course, could be done. His brother re- 
turned about half an hour later. 

Mr. Hurlbut would have been fifty-eight 
years old the present month and was un- 
married. He was born at South Lee and 
became associated with his father in busi- 
ness on the dissolution of the firm of Owen 
& Hurlbut, the pioneers in paper manufac- 
ture at South Lee. The father died in 1861, 
leaving alarge and prosperous business, 
which fell to the management of the sons, 
the firm name remaining the Hurlbut Paper 
Company. In 1872 they built one of the largest 
and finest mills in the State, a magnificent 
brick structure, 373 feet long and 50 feet 
wide. A few years agoa joint stock com- 
pany was formed and the deceased was 
made president. 

Mr. Hurlbut was a man of quiet and 
retiring disposition, sterling integrity, up- 
right character and genial and kindly na- 
ture. He enjoyed the complete confi- 
dence and warm esteem of all who knew 
him. Although rarely participating in 
public matters, he had at heart the welfare 
of the community, and was interested in all 
good movements. His relatives have the 
profound sympathy of all in their sudden 
bereavement. 

The funeral was held at his late resi- 
dence on Thursday afternoon. 





Thomas Henry, who for a long time was 
a prominent figure in the industry of man- 
ufacturing paper hangings, died on Sunday, 
the 29th ult., at his home, 249 West 134th 
street, New York. It was through his in- 
strumentality that the industry of making 
paper hangings was initiated in Buffalo, 
N. Y. He leaves a widow, three sons and 
a daughter.

Heavy Chemicals. 





Those of our readers who have fol- 
lowed closely our market reports on heavy 
chemicals for several weeks past have, in a 
measure, been prepared for the large fall- 
ing off in shipments to the United States 
during the first four months of the present 
year as compared with the same period in 
1891. The largest falling off was in soda 
ash, the shipments being, exclusive of 
‘ Brunner-Mond” alkali, only 18,996 tons, 
against 25,736 tons for the same period of 
1891, thus showing a decline of nearly one- 
third. Some dealers affect to explain this |

| decrease by asserting that many of the | 


| large glass manufacturers in the West have 


| discarded the use of soda ash and are using | 


| salt cake, but as the shipments of this arti- 
cle for the first four months of the year 
show an increase of only about 1,000 tons 
over those of the same period of 1891, the 


| inference is that the home manufacturers | 
of both salt cake and soda ash have been | 


the main cause of this decline in shipments. 

On the other hand, it is reported abroad 
that the United Alkali Company and Brun- 
ner, Mond & Co, have some mutual agree- 
ment or understanding by which the latter 
was to have full swing in this country with | 
their alkali, in consideration of their not 
entering into competition with bleaching 
powder. How true these reports are we 
are unable to say, as it is doubtful if any- 
one outside of the principals connected with 
these firms has actual knowledge of any 
such agreement, if it exists. The ship- 
ments during July and August will probably 
show an increase, owing to the fact that 
nearly all the glass factories will begin op- 
erations early in September, they having 
already placed contracts for supplies for 
the next fire. 


The next on the list to show a large fall- | 


ing off in shipments is caustic soda. For 
the first four months of 1892 they amounted 
to only 8,865 tons, against 10,748 tons for the 
same period of 1891. The decrease has 
been mainly within the past two months, 
or since the United Alkali Company estab- 
lished its agency in the United States. 
The bulk of the contracts placed since the 
establishment of this agency have been for 
forward delivery and will show later on. 
Previous to this large sales were made at a 
low figure to many of the large dealers, and 
in order that these purchases might prove 
advantageous prices were advanced abroad, 
especially for the United States, with re- 
strictions. Another factor, and a very im- 
portant one, has come to the front during 
the past year. The Solvay Company, which 
is turning out large quantities of both low 
and high test caustic, has made large sales 
extending over the year, at prices enough 
below those named for the foreign makes to 
be advantageous to both the dealers and 
consumers. 

As noted above, the shipments of salt 
cake show an increase, and if late reports 
from abroad can be relied upon they will 


no doubt show a further increase in the | 


near future, as stocks abroad are accumulat- 
ing and manufacturers are showing more 
disposition to enter into competition with 
the domestic makers by reducing their 
prices to bring them to or below the price 
of domestic makes, in order that they may 
secure a share of the trade in this article. 
Bleaching powder is the only other article 
which has held its own, the shipments being 
about the same, while sal soda shows a de- 
cline of only 150 tons. The imported article, 
however, is fast going out of use, as many 
of the large consumers now use alkali in- 
stead ; the domestic, while being cheaper, 
finds equal favor and is fast superseding it 
among the consumers.—O7/, Paint and 
Drug Reporter.

The property 
embraces the paper mill, three tracts of land 
and the right and title to the use of the 
water of West River for working the mill. 
The new company will also acquire the 
right to convey the water across the land 
formerly owned by John R. Livingston and 
of raising the dam around the pond. 


Work on the new pulp mill for the Bangor 
(Me.) Pulp and Paper Company is progress- 
ing finely under the charge of Mr. Eldridge, 
of Brewer, Me. President H. S. Rice says 
he expects to have paper running over the 
machines by the middle of July. 

C. R. Leavitt, who has been superintend- 
ent of the Orono Pulp and Paper Company for 
the past year, has resigned his position with 
that company. He has made a good record, 
bringing up the production of the mill from 
8 tons to 15% tons per day.

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Fireproof Doors. 

Danger from fire can be considerably 
lessened if passageways between buildings 
or through partitions are provided with doors 
which are as fireproof as possible. It used 
to be the fashion to provide iron sliding 
doors for such openings, but it was soon 
found that the iron door was faulty in con- 
struction and not much better than an ordi- 


nary wooden door. In avery few minutes 
the iron would become red hot and warp 
out of shape, so that a space of several 
inches would be opened around the door, 


letting fire have free entrance 


It has been found that covering a wooden 
door with tin proves more fireproof than 
an iron door; wood cannot burn unless ex- 
posed to the atmosphere. Placing a piece 


of wood in an airtight tube, the tube may 
be heated almost red hot without more than 
charring the outside of the wood. 

To make a fireproof door procure some 
sound, matched boards that fit closely to- 
gether, free as possible from knots, many 
edges or other imperfections. Make the 
door double, nailing the two thicknesses 
across each other, and fasten them tightly 
together by means of clinch nails put not 
over 6 inches apart in every direction. If 
the door be more than 4 feet wide or 7 feet 
high better use three thicknesses of boards. 
Cover entire door with tin, locking the 
seams, not soldering them, and nailing each 
strip of tin firmly to the door. Do not drive 
nails through the tin to fasten it, but put a 
clip of tin into each seam lock, driving the 
nail through this clip, then lay on another 
strip of tin and another set of nailed clips, 
and so on entirely around the door. 

Work right around the door from one side 
to the other, pressing over the edges, lock- 
ing tightly and hammering all seams flat. 
Cover top and bottom of the door in the 
same manner, being particularly careful 
about top of door that the tin is locked per- 
fectly. A small opening here will allow 
smoke and gas to issue, forming a draught 
between door and tin which will permit 
fresh air to draw in to the bottom of the 
door, and soon destroy the wood. 

Be particular that no air spaces are left in 
the door. Therefore, never try to covera 
panel door with tin, for such construction 
will not stand fire. It is better not to use 
hinges with such a fire door ; put on sliding 
trucks or hang the door upon atrack. Such 
a door should always fit into the rabbet in 
the door frame and come flush with the wall 
when practicable. 

If the door slides, let it pass in behind a 
jaw which will press it snug, so as to tightly 
close the openings into either room. 

No nails less than 1 inch long should be 
used in fastening the tin. The wood may 
be charred to a considerable depth, and if 
short nails are used they will become de- 
tached and allow the tin to bulge off, form- 
ing a bare place in the door, which may 
lead to its destruction. 

Under these conditions the surface of the 
wood is converted into charcoal, which, be- 
ing a non-conductor of heat, tends to retard 
further combustion of the wood ; but if air 
get in in any manner, the charcoal is quickly 
burned, and then the door itself will be 
destroyed. 

This shows how it does not pay to tin a 
door only on one side, for when this is 
done, as soon as the heat is sufficient to 
convert the surface of the wood under the 
tin into charcoal, oxygen reaches it from the 
other side of the door and the whole busi- 
ness is quickly in a blaze. 

Several devices have been made to auto- 
matically close such fire doors whenever 
the atmosphere reaches a certain degree. 
One method is to hold the door open bya 
thin wire of fusible metal which melts at 
180 or 190 degrees. Another method is to 
use an electric device connected with any 
good automatic fire alarm system. Either 
of the methods has its advantages and 
faults. The advantages are that they work 
well when in good order, and the disad- 
vantages are that they are hardly ever in 
good order. In a sawmill or wood working 
shop in particular, a door that is kept open 
many days, weeks, and even months be- 
comes so packed around with sawdust, to 
say nothing of chips and thin strips of 
wood, that a pair of mules could scarcely 
close the door, much less will it glide into 
place with its own weight when the time 
for action comes. 

The best way to close the fire doors is to 
make it someone’s duty to see that they 
are kept shut, especially at night. When 
the mill is vacant it should be some one’s 
duty to close them at the first alarmof fire, 
and the same man should see that the doors 
are in good condition and will work at all 
times.—/ndustrial American.

Manufacture of Nitro-Cellulose. 


In the manufacture of explosives, in- 
tended for use in warfare as well as in en- 
gineering operations, the inventions of the 
day are progressing in the employment of 
nitrated cellulose. Among recent inven- 
tions of this class is an improved process 
for manufacturing nitro substitution com- 
pounds of cellulose so as to produce mor 
quickly and efficiently trinitro-cellulose or 
nitro-cellulose, of the highest degree of 
nitration, at a reduced cost. This process 
is conducted as follows: 

Two immersion baths of the mixed acids, 
each bath being of different strengths and 
the proportion of nitric and sulphuric acids 
being slightly different in each bath, are 
prepared. The acids of the second bath 
are more highly concentrated than the acids 
of the first bath, and the proportion of the 
nitric to the sulphuric acid is greater in 
the second bath, and the waste acids of the 
second bath are utilized for replenishing or 
restoring the strength of the acids of the 
first bath. Each bath contains a quantity 
of the mixed acids from fifty to 150 times 
the weight of that of the cellulose to be 
immersed therein. 

The cellulose 1s placed in the first bath 
and is allowed to remain therein until about 
one-half to two-thirds of the conversion of 
the cellulose into gun cotton or trinitro- 
cellulose has taken place and until thor- 


oughly converted into a lower nitro-com- | 


pound, such as dinitro-cellulose or there- 
about, but of course into as high a nitro com- 
pound as may be possible with the acids em- 


ployed.

conversion into dinitro-cellulose in the first 
bath depends upon the strength and pro- 
portion of the mixed acids in this bath and 
the temperature at which the bath is kept 
and the character and preliminary treatment 
of the cellulose before immersion therein. 
The temperature at which the first bath is 
kept is from 20° to 30° centigrade, and the 
time of immersion varies from half an hour 
to twenty-fourhours. The cellulose is then 
removed from the first bath, and as much as 
is practicable of the acids is removed or 
squeezed out of it, and the acids thus re- 
moved are allowed to run back into the first 
bath. The lower nitro compound of cellu- 
lose thus removed from the first bath is 
then placed in the second bath, termed the 
‘‘ digest” or ‘‘ finishing” bath, where it is 
allowed to remain from twelve to forty- 
eight hours to become thoroughly converted 
into the trinitro-cellulose, the time of im- 
mersion depending upon circumstances, 
such as temperature and the character of 
the cellulose material employed ; or if de- 
sirable or preferable the nitro-cellulose 
taken from the first bath can be washed 
with water to thoroughly remove the acids 
and then dried and immersed in the second 
bath. This would require a little more 
labor, but would prevent dilution of the 
stronger acids of the second bath with the 
weaker acids of the first. 
The cellulose material is allowed to re- 
main in the second or digest bath until 
| thoroughly converted into the highest nitro 
compound, which is called ‘ trinitro-cellu- 
lose " or ‘‘ gun cotton” proper and which is 


| insoluble in a mixture of ether and alcohol. 
| Although a good trinitrate may often be ob- 
| tained in less time, the cellulose material is 
kept in this bath for from sixteen to twenty- 
four hours and at a temperature ranging 


| from 15° to 25° centigrade. 

The gun cotton is then removed from the 
second bath and squeezed out or removed 
with a centrifugal machine or by other suit- 
able means, the excess of the concentrated 
acids adhering to the gun cotton, and then 
wash out the remainder of the strong acids 
in or with the weaker acids of the first bath 
for the purpose of strengthening or restor- 
ing the latter. Thegun cotton isthen freed 
from as much acid as practicable by a cen- 
trifugal machine or by other means, and the 
remainder of the acids adhering to the grn

cotton are removed in the usual way by 
copious washings and boiling with water. 

The acids employed for the second bath 
are the most concentrated obtainable in 
commerce—viz., nitric acid, 1.52 specific 
gravity ; and sulphuric, 1.84 specific gravity. 
After the immersion of the cellulose and the 
completion of its conversion into the highest 
nitrate in the second bath the acids become 
slightly diluted with water evolved by the 
action of the acids on the cellulose. The 
proportion of the acids in this bath, which 
at first should be about 1 part nitric acid to 
3 parts sulphuric acid, also necessarily be- 
comes slightly altered, part of the nitric 
being taken up in the conversion of the 
dinitro-cellulose into trinitro-cellulose. 

There is therefore added to this bath 
after the removal of the cellulose therefrom 
a quantity—say from 6 to 9 pounds for each 
pound of cellulose—of the strongest mixed 
acids in the above proportion, or thereabout 
—viz., 1 part nitric acid to 3 parts sulphuric 
acid—to restore or partially restore the 
somewhat weakened acids. 

On removing the gun cotton from the 
second bath it is allowed to retain from 6 to 
10 pounds of the acids of this bath, or a 
quantity equal to that supplied to it for the 
purpose of restoration, as above explained, 
or equal to that quantity plus the acids 
which come from the first bath to the sec- 
ond bath in and absorbed by the cellulose 
material from the first bath if and when the 
cellulose material is not washed and dried 
before immersion in the second bath. 


The acids which adhere to the gun cotton 
on its removal from the second bath, being 
of greater strength and more highly concen- 
trated than the acids of the first bath, are 
washed out from the gun cotton with a 
quantity of the weaker acids for use again 
in the first bath. This may be done by 
placing the gun cotton only for a few min- 
utes into the first bath and allowing the 
more concentrated acids contained in the 
gun cotton to mingle with the weaker acids 
in the first bath, or the gun cotton may be 
washed in small portions in corresponding- 
ly small quantities of the first bath acids in 
any practicable way, the weaker acids after 
restoration being returned tothe first bath ; 
but the process is preferably as follows :
